Hundreds of small sculptures march through 
the studio cabinets, shelves, tables. Out in the yard 
are the big pieces. Some of the large sculptures look 
like people but most don’t. Still, all are very human. 
The enormous variety of people who moved through 
the big pieces at Howard’s Sunday parties flashed 
ideas back and forth with the sculptures. The big 
and tittle pieces, the dozens of unique stage and 
some film performances, the huge jazz collection 
and expertise, the grasp of fiction, poetry and some 
philosophy — all the feast that was always laid 
out at Howard’s, and in him, was the safest harbor 
many, many of us knew. 

Among the family of works he left some 
twinkle, some shine or scowl, but all are ever human 
and alive. Like Howard, soft-spoken and 
big-wordless, they seem simple but aren’t at all. The 
mother and child pieces, mostly big and mostly 
abstract, tell you at one glance what he thought of 
that beautiful, tender, full and infinitely 
complicated relationship. 

There was no modern alienation in him, or in 
the sculpture, the performances, the jazz critiques, 
the sketches or the parade of miscellaneous things

Neighbors 

RTD Representative Suggests Attending Hearing 

Residents Protest Possible 
Bus Line Elimination 
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Merchants Elect Officers 


Sierra Madre resident Alice 
Holmes appeared at the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce meeting Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to protest the possibility 
of the discontinuance of RTD 
bus service into and out of 
Sierra Madre. 

“I hove lived in Sierra Madre 
for 30 years and it would be 
like a desert island here if 
the bus lines were discon¬ 
tinued,” she said. 

A public hearing Saturday, 
Apr. 24, 10 a.m. at 425 S. 
Main Street in downtown 
Los Angeles is set for any¬ 
one who wishes to protest the 
elimination of bus lines. All 
Sierra Madreans who are 
concerned about the possi¬ 
bility of the city losing its 
bus lines are urged to attend. 

Joe Delgatto, president of 
the Senior Citizens, ex¬ 
plained at the chamber meet¬ 
ing that the federal govern¬ 
ment is planning the elimina¬ 
tion as of July 1, because of 
significant operating subsidies 
previously available. Without a 
replacement source ot reve¬ 
nue, the RTD bus service 
and fares must be adjusted to 
offset the loss, according to 
RTD officials. 

Delgatto explained that 
San Gabriel has been hit hard 
and that Sierra Madre would 
probably lose 90<l7o of all 
their lines. Tliere would be 


no buses on weekends. 

Delgatto suggests everyone 
attend the public hearing Apr. 
24 and write letters of pro¬ 
test to the office at 425 S. 
Main Street, Los Angeles. 

Chamber of Commerce 
President Urshad Haque 
joined Delgatto in urging 
members to attend the hear¬ 
ing and requested a letter of 
protest be sent from the 
chamber to the Rapid Transit 
District immediately. 

Delgatto also plans to ap¬ 
pear at the next City Coun¬ 
cil meeting Apr. 13 to urge 
that group to protest of¬ 
ficially. 

Don Lloyd, service repre¬ 
sentative of the RTD, said 
Tuesday morning that the 
present program will con¬ 
tinue for awhile but that the 
company is taking a survey 
to determine what lines will 
be discontinued this summer. 

“We are discussing the eli¬ 
mination of weekend service 
and some weekday service on 
several lines but at this point 
it’s premature to state they 
will be definitely eliminated. 
As it appears now, however, 
continuance of the lines would 
take additional funding 
from somewhere, perhaps 
from private investors, pos¬ 
sibly state revenue,” he 
stated. 

“Our budget from the 


federal government will be 
totally eliminated by the fis¬ 
cal year, July 1, 1984. We 
will get $20 million in 1983 
after that nothing,” he said. 

Line 491, the only express 
bus to Sierra Madre, line 435 
and also 487, all running 
weekdays and weekends, are 
in question, Lloyd said. It 
is just the weekend lines that 
are now being considered for 
suspension, however. 

What can a city do to 
combat the possibility of dis¬ 
continuance of bus traffic? 
Lloyd said local elected offi¬ 
cials should contact the RTD 
in writing and have represent¬ 
atives at the Apr. 24 hear¬ 
ing to state their needs. He 
also suggested plans for gen¬ 
erating revenue in the area. 
Those plans should be sub¬ 
mitted to District Secretary 
Helen Bolen, also located at 
425 S. Main, Los Angeles, 
90013. 

What are the alternatives? 
Lloyd suggested hoping for a 
decision on Proposition A, 
in very simplfied terms grant¬ 
ing transit lines money. There 
is still no decision on that 
from the California State Su¬ 
preme Court, he said. 

Another alternative is hop¬ 
ing for state surplus funds 
but now, he explained, the 
state is reneging on surplus 
funds promised. And, of 


course, private investors, such 
as a major corporation could 
bail the bus company out. 

Los Angeles is a unique 
city because it is the only 
city in the U.S. that does 
not have a local sales tax of 
'/i of 1^0 to assist transit. 

“The problem is now really 
in the federal government’s 
hands. We have relied heavily 
on federal funding. Our gov¬ 
ernment affairs lobbyists tell 
us there will be no additional 
funding, that now that money 
is being diverted into mili¬ 
tary spending. I suggest every¬ 
one contact anyone they 
know in Washington and ap¬ 
peal to them for help,” 
Lloyd said. 

Another alterntive, of 
course, is a rail system, Lloyd 
suggested. “We’ve been mak¬ 
ing studies for the last 20 
years and all our Environ¬ 
mental Impact Reports show 
rail systems are re^ly safer.”

Howard because he was, but I think it meant 
something different to each of us. 

Yet he was no sweet California vegetable, open 
and flat. There were dimensions, a past, awards in 
several fields, phases, experience. He had a fine 
formal art education, including training by some 
greats. He taught in the midwest, where he came 
from, for a time. Howard was in Dresden as a soldier 
during World War II. Sometime after that he and 
his wife Jo came to Sierra Madre, where Jo died 20 
years ago. 

He loved many people and many kinds of 
people. The world of theatre, acting, theatre people, 
were among his favorites. The ever-present throng 
often consisted of as many theatre people as the 
battalion of artists, writers, sculptors and “creative” 
people. Inside of him was something for each one. 

Every one of us was sure that Howard, down 
deep, was exactly like us and us alone, and that he 
alone could and did understand. Each of us felt we 
were closer to him than any other friend could 
possibly be. His empathy, somehow, always, was 
backed up by something in all that experience, that 
talent, those honors that matched your own 
experience. He was an insider’s insider.

Howard died in his sleep on April 2. He would 
have been 69 on April 28. He was the most cultured 
and truly sophisticated man I ever knew, an 
important figure of great stature, a major talent, 
with many awards, a national magazine cover, 
rankings —and maybe the most human 
person J ever knew. 

But I don’t care about all that. He was my 
special friend, as he was to all who knew him, 
and 1 don’t know what I’ll do without him.

However, there are some 
areas in town where there is 
need for improvement and 
that is why the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee was formed. 

We need input from resi¬ 
dents of this town so we can 
be responsive to the needs of 
the community.

Elderly and Handicapped Prosper 

Consultant Provides Needed Care 


With Mothers’ and Fath¬ 
ers’ Days approaching, it 
might be the time to do 
something special for those 
elderly parents. 

If that question has come 
up recently, it’s time to see 
Janet Gage, social service 
consultant. 

But Gage not only helps 
stimulate the interests of the 
eldeily, she also works with 
developmentally disabled 
persons. 

How can you give these 
people a better quality of 
life? “With sing-alongs, mak¬ 
ing sure they know what’s 
going on in the world, en¬ 
couragement, and by adding 
a little humanness to their 
lives,” she answers. 

How does the professional 
in home services evaluate each 
case? “1 ask myself. What 
are the needs of the indivi¬ 
dual or the family? After 
deciding'"OP the necessary 
service needed, I provide the 


person with the best to fulfill 
his needs whether it’s light 
housekeeping, preparation 
of meals, or specialized care 
such as bed baths. I keep a 
resource file and from other 
professionals I draw help but 
I try to keep the whole oper¬ 
ation on a low-key, indivi¬ 
dual basis, then I follow 
through carefully,” she re¬ 
plies. 

She cautions that she is 
not competing with agencies. 

Gage has been caring for 
a woman whose son hired her 
six years ago. She has yet to 
meet the woman’s son, yet 
she takes total care of the 
woman’s needs. This is a 
typical case, she says, when 
an elderly person’s memory 
fails even though the person 
is in good physical condition. 

“Living can be dangerous 
for a person living in these 
straits. They go Jo the store 
and realize they have no 
money. Or they forget to take
